PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Tientsin correspondent of the North China Herald write 
as follows :— , a 
I once more, with your permission, presume to lay before the 
British public a few observations respecting the intended inves- 
tigation into the assassination of Mr. Margary ahd his servants 
in the province of Yunnan, and which I trust your readers will 
at this moment deem acceptable. Mr. Margary, on his making 
the journey through China from east to west, stayed some days 
—report saysa week—at the town’of Manwyne; and was enter- 
tained by the Chinese civil authority of that place ; Mr. Mar- 
gary having been furnished with a passport, which was drawn 
up in the English and Chinese languages, and which bore the 
seals of Great Britain and China, and being besides furnished 
with despatches from the Tsung-li-yamén, at the desire of Mr. 
Wade, Her Majesty’s Envoy, to the provincial authorities on 
the route. The Chinese functionaries at Manwyne were thus 
well aware that Mr. Margary was a British subject, and a 
British officer, travellitg in the Empire of China by the 
written permission of the. Chinese Imperial Government ; 
and that it was consequently their aoe f ag stated in the 
rts, to protect and aid him while on the journey 
within their jurisdiction.’ Consequently, on Mr. Margary's 
second appearance in Manwyne, and still provided with a paes- 
port and despatches as before, the local authorities were fully 
copnisant of his nationality, and of his position as a British 


officer ; and as the inhabitants of the place had already seen him 


holding official intercourse with their authorities on his first 
coming to Manwyne, they also, most undoubtedly, were perfectly 
cognisant of his nationality, and of his rank, for the Chinese 
people have the habit of asking for information on these points 
on seeing foreigners ; and, wnt Nate when Mr. Margary 
was assassinated at Manwyne, both the Chinese functionaries 
and the Chinese people of the place were aware that a British 
subject, and a British officer, was being assassinated. 
The civil authority of the town of Manwyne is Foo-sze, or na- 
tive magistrate, and the military officer stationed there will be 
found to be of the rank of a Major in the Imperial service. The 
chief civil functionary at Tang-yue (Momein) holds the rank of 
_ Sub-Prefect, and from the Chinese Red-book I learn he is named 
| Fang-kwei-fang, and is a native of Anhwuy poe (a native 
of the same province as Li Hung-chang, and, I think, also as 
Pwan Ting-sing, the Fantae of Yunnan). The chief military 


authority at Tang-yue holds the rank of Major-General, is named 


Le Wei-shuh, and is a native of Yunnan province. From the 
accounts we have before us, it is shown that the town of Man- 
wyne lies only a short day’s journey, some seven or eight 
miles from the garrison town of San-ta-fu (by Du Halde), 
Santa (by D’Anville), in the “Middle Kingdom,” Tsan-tah, 
and by the Sladen ce gue. Sanda. I will write the 
name, however, Chan-tah, as given in Williams’s New 
Dictionary. Chan-tah appears to be a fortified place, and, of 
course, contains a suitable garrison, and lies on the route by the 
Tee-pe Pass from Bhamo to Tang-yue. The soldiers who 
attacked Colonel Browne’s party were no doubt drawn from the

It is, under all these circumstances then, of great importance, 
for the strict and just carrying out of the investigations, that an 
official of high rank be appointed by the Central Government of 
China to go to oe in the eee to aid them in 
every way possible, by his superior standing in the Imperial ser- 
vice, and by his being unconnected, as a nraviacal official, with 
the local provincial authorities of that part of Yurinan where the 
outrage was perpetrated, to obtain the actual facts regarding the | 
assassination, so that the British officers may later have no 


‘doubts left on their minds as to who are the guilty parties, [ 


have in my former letters already pointed out that Sung Paou- 
hwa, the officer selected by H. E. Li Hung-chang to go with the 
two British officers in the Yunnan Commission, 1s not a proper 
man for the important business of investigation, in consequence 
of his subordinate standing as a Chinese officer giving him no 
authority over the Yunnan officials ; for even the civil func- 
tionary of Tang-yue (Momein) is of higher standing, being a 
Sub-Prefect, than the officer selected by Li Hung-chang ; and if 
the accounts we have received be true that the head of Mr. Mar- 
gary was exposed over the gate of Tung-yue (Momein), the chief 
civil functionary of Tang-yue is assuredly a guilty party ; and 
according to Chinese law must be interrogated, together with all 
his people, in regard to the assassination of Mr. Margary and 
his servants. 

The Peking Gasettes of 15th and 16th May are to hand. In. 
the first there is a long memorial—in fact the whole Gazette is 
filled with the memorial and its supplement—by Chin Yuh-ying, 
in his double capacity of Acting Governor-General (Tsung-tuh 
of Yunnan and Kweichow provinces, and Governor (Suen-foo) . 
of Yunnan, on the tribute sent by Mung Tun, the King of Bur- 
mah, to the ses eaps of China. There is no date appended to 
this State paper to show when it was penned by Chin -ying ; 
but in the memorial itself it is mentioned that the Burmese 
tribute party crossed the borders of the prefecture of Tang-yue 
(Momien) on the 22nd January, and arrived at the capital city 
of Yunnan on the 9th and 22nd March; thus the memorial 
must have been penned after the latter date, and consequently 
after the assassination of Mr. Margary at Manwyne on the 2st 


of February. 


I have no additional information to send you in the way of 
further direct proceedings on the part of the Chinese Govern- 
ment far ee into the assassination. At present all 
eyes are upon Mr. Wade, Her Majesty's Minister, anxious to 
learn and to see what steps he will take in the Margary affair. 
Time, we are all well aware, will cause the wearing away and the 
disappearance even of a granite stone; what then must it not be 
doing every hour upon the persons of the Chinese officials in 
Manwyne and Momein regions? Every hour, consequently, 
that we allow to pass over without action is an hour 
of viluable time lost to acquire accurate data on the events 
of the assassination ; for within an hour, those who perpetrated, 
or instigated others to commit the deed, may disappear from the 
stage ; nominally by the course of nature, but virtually, mo.e 
pro age by political action, through removal to another place. 
Every Englishman must at this moment be anxious that Her 
Majesty’s Minister and the Government generally shall be put 
in possession of irresistible data respecting the murder, on which 
to ground a rightful demand for the most complete justice. For 
should we hereafter be compelled to throw away the scabbard, 
I trust it will be in our power then and afterwards to show to 
the whole civilised world that our cause, based on undeniable 
facts, is a just one; and I trust also that, the whole civilised 
world will likewise then and afterwards approve of our action. 
On the 17th May H.E. Li Hung-chang came to the mercan-

her, this being her first trip to Tientsin from Shanghai, since 
her arrival from England. He remained on board for about 
half-an-hour, after which he proceeded in his sedan to the lately 
erected granaries of the Grain Transport Service, situated near 
the Rampart Forts, about 600 yards below the British settlement 
He stayed there for a quarter of an hour, after which he re 
turned to the city in his steam launch, which towed a gig con- 
veying some of his people. His Excellency was accompanied in 
his inspection of the steamer and granaries by General Chin, the 
Commandant of the Tientsin garrison ; by Woo, the Territorial 
Taoutai ; by Sun, the Customs’ Taoutai ; by Choo, the Salt 
Taoutai; by Ma, the Prefect (Chee-foo) of Tientsin-foo; by 
Yin, the istrate (Chehsien) of Tientein ; and by Choo, the 
Taoutai of the Grain Transport Service, besides a host of petty 
mandarins, and escorted by a company of the Southern Legioa. 
On his Excellency reaching the granaries, the Chinese gunboat 
manned yards and fired a salute of three guns. On his de 
parture in his steam launch this was repeated, 
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I recently mentioned that we had received tidings here that 
an insurrection had broken out in Manchuria, and that the 
Governor-General of this province had received instructions 
from the Central Government to send troops as soon as ible 
to the disturbed region. On the 18th May General Chin, the 
commandant of the garrison at Tientsin, al aa a regiment 
of foot soldiers—one thousand strong in rank and file, besides 
officers—a regiment of cavalry, five hundred strong in troops, 
besides officers, and a battery of artillery, and paid them one 
month’s pay in advance. These troops will leave here on the 
93rd May for Newchwang—the foot soldiers going by sea, and 
the cavalry and artillery going by land, via the Shan-hae Pass. 
The men are all natives of the province of Chibli, and drilled 
after the foreign fashion. 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 30th 
May ; the P. and O. mail from London, April 16, was received 
on the 27th May. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :-— 

An important case has been heard in the U.S. Consular Court. 
F. B. H. Jenkins sued George B. Glover, Commissioner of 
Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs at this port, to recover 
Tis. 6,687, the alleged contract price of 275 revolving rifles and 
140,000 cartridges. Plaintiff alleged that the contract was made 
by him with a duly authorised officer of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and that the arms were imported under a special permit 
from the Superintendent of Customs at Shanghai, but that on 
their arrival the agent of the said officer refused to take them. 
In April last the plaintiff offered the arms and ammunition for 
sale by public auction, but the defendant was alleged to have 
stopped the sale, as being illegal and in violation of the treaty be- 
tween the United States and China, signed on the 18th June, 1858. 
The hearing was confined to the question, raised by Mr. Waine- 
wright, whether the defendant, as being a servant of the Chi- 
nese Government, and acting under its authority, was amenable 
to a Consular Court. Mr. Eames, for the plaintiff, contended 
that he was amenable, insomuch as it was not shown that he 
had not acted outside his instructions, and, further, that the 
arms, having been legally imported to the order of the Chinese 
Government, though afterwards refused by its officers, became 
disposable in the same way as ordinary merchandise. The 
Court decided in favour of defendant, holding that he was acting 
under instructions, and was justified in his action. It seems to 
us that the Court carries its idea of the possible duties of a 
Commissioner of Customs rather far. 

The French Municipal report for 1874-75 shows a credit 
balance of Tls. 43,000. It is proposed to expend nearly all this 
during the ensuing year on ras works, but a reduction on 
taxation is also promised. hile certain people in the English 
Settlement are crying out to tax the Chinese more heavily, the 
French policy is to ighten their burdens. It is not difficult to 
foresee what would be the relative effect on the value of pro- 
perty in the two Settlements, if the different policies were carried 


out. 

The English Council meeting of the 19th May was little more 
than a formal one, for the transfer of responsibility from the old 
to the new Council. While etting that their resolution 
about an abatement of Mr. Fogg’s land-tax was lost, the Coun- 
eil have, of course, no alternative but to collect the outstanding 
sum. As we have already remarked, we anticipate that steps 
will be taken to obviate this source of trouble infuture. Further 
eonsideration of the Land a ae is to be deferred till Mr. 
Rennie’s report is received. Perhaps, as the matter has la 
for the moment, it is well to have this document, as well as 
others, to lay before the ratepayers when discuasion is invited.

Within the last ten days there have been several narrow es- 
capes from fire within Chinese precincts, oe in every instance 
from the carelessness of the occupants of the houses. Of this it 
will be sufficient to cite one instance. Ata late hour on a recent 
night an alarm was given that a fire had broken out in a chow- 
chow house in the Shantung-road. The cook, it appears, having 
put too much fuel in the stove, it blazed up and set fire to some 
wood-work close by. Running quickly up, the flames caught 
the roof, and had just broken through it when a foreign member 
of the police force luckily came up. The occupants of the house 
were making no effort to stop the progress of the flames. The 
policeman at once set to work, and by the aid of some of the 
women of the neighbourhood, who carried water for him, he 
succeeded in extinguishing the fire, which in a few minutes 
would have been beyond control. Cannot the Chinese be made 
to feel the necessity of carefulness in regard to fire 1—perhaps 
by way of penalty at the Mixed Court in case gross careless- 
ness is proved. 

The gale of the 20th and 2ist May is said to have been one 
of the most severe that has happened on this coast for a long 
time, and in the neighbourhood of the Saddle Islands it was 
felt with terrible intensity, involving much loss to native shi 
ping and lamentable destruction of life. Mr. Snowden, the 
pilot concerning whose safety, and that of his crew, some 
anxiety was felt last week, came up the river on the 22nd May, 
having been weather-bound for several days among the islands. 
He reports that on the previous day he saw at one time three 
Ningpo boats bottom up, with several men clinging to the keels. 
At great risk he put out from his anchorage, and steered 
towards them in the hope of saving life.

The “ Benedictus"’ was then 
immediately sung, and the service proceeded as usual to the end. The 
anthem was taken from Psalms 146, 122, and 125, music by Goss. 
The ante-communion service was read by Bishop Williams, and the 
Kyrie Eleison (Best) chanted by the choir, the Gospel and Epistle 
being read by the Revs. G. D. B. Miller and Elliott H. Thomson re- 
spectively. The hymns selected for the occasion were the well-known 
Trinity hymn, “Holy, holy, holy, Lord God Almighty” (No. 135, 
Ancient and Modern) and “Christ is made the sure foundation” 
(No. 244). The sermon was preached by the Right Rev. Bishop 
Russell from Isaiah ii. v. 3, after which the sacrament of the Holy 
Communion was administered to the clergy present by the Bishops, 
and by the Dean and other clergy to the congregation. The entire 
roceedings were very impressive, and such as will be long remembered 
y all who tok part in them. 
ee following items of intelligence are also from the Celestial 
mpire -— 

e state of the Tea market in Hankow is peculiar. It seems 
that the teas which have fetched the extravagant prices already 
quoted in our columns are not only inferior to last year’s but 
actually cost ten per cent. less in the interior. The celebrated 
“Ts. 61.50” chop was bought last year at Tis. 54, and is not 
up to the previous one in quality. There has been such a rush 
for teas that it has been almost impossible to make satisfactory 
purchases, and everything goes to shuw that our correspondent 
was not far out when he characterised the opening of the market 
for 1875 as the maddest time of all the sad ee year. 

A question of damages, arising out of a collision between the 
steamer Europe and a Chinese junk, which occurred between 
Collyer’s dock and the harbour-master’s hulk, has been sub- 
mitted to arbitration by common, consent. Mr. Viguier, har- 
bour-master, and Captain Roskell, of the P. and O. steamer 
Hindostan, are the arbitrators. The hearing of the arguments 
and facts on both sides was private, but the decision will shortly 
be made known. 

H.M.S. Modeste went out from Woosung on the 27th May for 
target practice, returning next day. It is believed that she will 
remain at Shanghai until the end of July, when she will go to 
Hong Kong. The Azdacious was said to be coming up the 
river with the first sufficient tide, but this seems unlikely, on 
account of her draught of water. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 5th June 
the French mail from London April 23 was received on the 
1st June, and the following P. and O. mail of April 30 arrived 
out on the 4th of June. The following items of intelligence are 
from the China Mau :— 


By the arrival of Messrs. Lapraik’s steamer Douglas, on the 
3rd June, we learned of a bold and as yet unprecedented attack 
upon that vessel, which anchored off Pagoda Island on the night 
of the 26th May. It appears that on reaching her destination 
she was boarded by Mr. Blacklock, one of the tide-waiters, who, 
having had considerable trouble before from smugglers, resolved 
to be on the alert—the more so as he was warned that an at- 
tempt to get away some of the opium on board would be made 
that evening. It was also said that the smugglers, some of 
whom had been foiled in a similar attempt on board the 
Kwantung, had vowed vengeance on whoever should iuterfere 
with them. He had taken the place of an officer named Le 
Breten, against whom the smugglers have a strong gru 
Most of those on board went to rest about ten o’clock. Mr. 
Brett, however, the chief officer of the Mamoa, who was on 
board, remained up with the Custom House officer for some 
time later. When Mr. Brett turned in, Mr. Blacklock asked 
him for his revolver, saying that he expected to have a visit from 
smugglers in the course of the night, but he had omitted to 
bring any arms with him. 

Nothing occurred till after midnight, when a snake boat was 
observed approaching the Douglas, with nearly a dozen of men 
on board. Mr. Blacklock on seeing them at once ordered them 
off, firing a shot over the boat. Of this, however, they took 10 
notice, and attempted to climb up the ship’s side. He then dit 
charged the three remaining chambers of his revolver into the 
boat, which was so close that some of the shots must have taken 
effect. He was then leaning over the rail, and directly he bad 
fired all his cartridges the pirates opened fire on him, and he re- 
ceived no less than twenty-five slugs right in the breast. He 
fell on the deck, expiring almost immediately. Upon seeing this 
the each made off as fast as possible, and not a minute too 
soon for their own safety, as the chief engineer, Mr. Cornforth, 
Captain Burnie himself, and several of the crew, attracted by 
the noise of the firing, had by this time got on deck, the captain 
bringing with him a rifle and revolver. He fired both of these 
at the retreating boat, but whether with any effect is not known. 
It is, however, probable that the shots told, as the Chinese state 
that four men in the boat were killed, besides several wounded 
—a result that could scarcely have followed from Mr. Blacklock 
three pistol bullets. Upon turning to look at the unfortunate 
officer, it was evident that he was dead. Asa last hope, how- 
ever, a boat was sent to the Hornet for medical assistance, and 
her surgeon at once confirmed the fact. Mr. Cornforth had a 
very narrow escape, he having “ ducked” as the volley of slugs 
laid Blacklock dead at his side. 

A gale passed over Hong Kong on the night of the 31st May. 





FOOCHOW. 
The subjoined items of intelligence from this port are taken 
from the Foochow Herald :— 


We hear of a bold attack upon the Customs’ establishment at 
Pagoda anchorage. It appears that a short time ago two chests 
of opium were smuggled from one of the steamers in port, and 
landed in a village at the back of Nan-tai. The Customs’ officer 
in charge of the steamer obtained information which led to the 
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At times the gusts fully equalled those of a bona fide typhoon, 
and though both the city and the vessels in harbour have escaped 
with comparatively little damage, enough was done to show that 
it was no ordinary storm. On shore no great traces of injury 
are visible. Branches of trees were torn down along the roads, 
and the tiles have disappeared from the verandahs of some of 
the Hollywood-road houses and from those facing seaward be- 
longing to Upper Wyndham-street. In Queen’s-road Nok. 260 
and 262, the latter occupied as the Empire tavern, had their 
first floors blown in, but the roofs appeared to have suffered 
only slightly. A few houses on Caine-road had their servants’ 
quarters injured, and the Sing Ping Theatre lost a few tiles. 
Eastward the damage was greater. Nearly the whole of the 
Eastward end of the boat-house was blown in, and a part of the 
roof also sustained considerable injury. Along that part of the 
Queen’s-road trees were torn up bodily. Several of the granite 
stones forming the Praya coping are again displaced and many 
of the davits were broken and the boats sunk. In the Public 
Gardens the damage done to trees and shrubs has been con- 
siderable. The City Hall had 53 panesof glass broken, besides 
several venetians, &c. 

It was, however, of course, afloat that the storm was most 
felt. Nearly every vessel dragged considerably, but as the 
steamers had almost without exception got up steam but few 
accidents occurred. The St. Andrews’ Castle and Sudan fared 
worst. At 11.15 p.m. the former vessel was struck by a violent 
squall, which laid her on her beam ends, and shifted her ballast. 
It was found necessary to cut away the masts to save the vessel; 
two of the crew were slightly injured. The German barque 
Sudan fared almost equally badly ; at 11 p.m. she had to cut 
away her main and mizen masts. The Princess Charlotte and 
Meanee both lost a portion of their permanent roofing. The 
Ferntower lost one of her anchors. A collision took place be- 
tween the Black Prince and Gunga, but no great damage was 
done. At Yowmahtee a junk was thrown up high and dry on 
the Eastern point, where she remains apparently undamaged. 
A cargo boat was also driven over there from West Poiut, and 
is in a similar state, her only loss being three guns which she 
had on board. A junk carrying a cargo of rice was sunk, as 
was also a boat trading between Hong Kong and Macao. A 
cargo-boat driven over there had on board 170 sheep, four of 
which died from the exposure or fright. ; 

At Macao the storm appears to have spent a good deal of fury. 
A part of the Governor's residence has gone, and H.E. is now 
living with the Baron do Cercal. Several European families are 
staying there, but none have been injured. In the harbour, 
however, the destruction has been great. Whampoa appears to 
have suffered most, and Canton but pace The native houses 
at the former place have all been blown down, while the river 
between the two places is covered with wreckage. 

We learn with sincere regret of the loss of the Macao 
steamer Poyang, Captain Carroll, while on her voyage to Macao, 
on May 31. The Spark, which brought the news next morning, 
reports that the sad catastrophe occurred a little to the south- 
ward of the Nine Islands. The Poyang, on her return trip from 
Hong Kong, took the inner passage; and after passing Lantao 
encountered a very heavy sea, which obliged Captain Carroll to 
anchor off the Nine Islands; but the sea was so terrifically heavy 
that nothing could be done, and the frail craft heeled over and 
foundered abont eleven P.M. The great loss of life, especially of 
those who were much respected and very popular both here and 
at Macao, adds materially to our regret on this occasion. There 
were several passengerson board, and the captain, officers, and 
crew of a Portuguese vessel sold at Penang, many of whom are 
amongst those supposed to be lost. The total is stated at about 
124, viz. :—Captain Carroll, the chief mate (Mr. Drummond), 
one Parsee (Mr. Colah), about twenty Portuguese, and say 100 
Chinese. There were saved from the wreck two engineers 
(Messrs. Murphy and White), Captain Wade (of the Chen Juz), 
the purser, two watchmen, two pilots, four sailors, three firemen, 
one Chinese passenger, and captain’s re seventeen in 
all. The chief engineer, Mr. Murphy, was saved by clinging to 
the walking beam. He eventually seized some wreckage and 
drifted to an island, whence he was taken on to Macao by a native 
boat. 

The passengers, it is said, would not take to the beats, but 
preferred to remain and take their chance on board the steamer, 
upon which life-preservers were distributed to those on board. 
The cargo would not seem to have been of very great value, as 
eighteen chests of opium and fifty slabs of tin are the only items 
given. At the point where the steamer foundered, slightly to 
the southward of Nine Islands, the typhoon appears to have 
struck with terrible force. Only the beam of the Po and 
tops of the guards are visible above water. When the intelli- 
gence reached Macao the authorities there tried their utmost to 
obtain boats to proceed to the spot, but all were so damaged that 
nothing could be done. 

We cannot but concur with the generally expressed opinion 
that stringent measures should be taken to stop the frauds 
perpetrated upon houses in this colony which either manufac- 
ture serated waters on the spot, or vend beer and other liquors 
imported from England. Two Chinese were yesterday charged 

at the Police Court, the one with selling and the other with 
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pune for his master a liquid manufactured by themselves but 
bottled with the corks, capsules and labels of the Hong Kong 
Dispensary. Thesitting magistrate discharged them witha caution, 
treating the offence simply asa very mild and scarcely punishable 
deception towards the second prisoner’s master. We must say 
that it seems to us there was another party interested—the pro- 
stag of the manufactory of which the corks and capsules had 
een thus dishonestly used. The only way in which the law 
can protect him is by severely punishing those who sell spurious 
soda water, &c., under what amounts to his own guarantee. 

The action in the Supreme Court, in which the Great North. 
ern Telegraph Company sued Messrs. Douglas Lapraik and Co. 
to recover $15,000 damages done to the plaintiffs cable near 
Amoy by the Yesso, on the 7th of April, has been concluded. 
The judgment delivered by Chief Justice Smale says :—I am of 
opinion that, regarding all the circumstances in which the Yess 
was, she is not liable for any damage, and that the Company are 
not entitled to any of the relief they have asked. Considering, 
however, that the conduct of the captain in having given s) 
little thought to the matter before cutting the cable, and his 
implied admission that he had not taken care enough in his pro- 
mise to the Telegraph Company’s agent when he said to him 
that he would take more care in future, considering also that the 
facts appeared in a very different light to the provements before 
the hearing than they now present themselves to the Court, I 
think that each party must pay their own costs.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 12th 
June ; no later mail from London had been received.

The news of the interval has been of the most meagre descrip- 
tiou. Consequent upon the recent change in the administration 
of (xovernment, necessitating close application on the part of our 


_new Governor to enable him to master all the details, mutters 


political remain in abeyance, and nothing has transpired of 
interest to Home readers. The native States remain tranquil, 
and there is no indication of any desire on the part of the chiefs 
to disturb the existing peace. We understand Sir William 
Jervois does not purpose visiting the Native States at pre- 
sent, lest the native rulers misconstrue the intentions of 
this Government into a too officious surveillance—but pre- 
fers to deal with them for the present through the Bri- 
tish Residents appointed for that purpose, who will thus, 
having more apparent personal responsibility, be able to exer- 
cise a greater influence over the chiefs than if placed in a false 
position as merely the mouthpieces of the Governor, having no 
power to act in even the most trivial matters without previous 
reference to the central authority. Mr. Swettenham, Assistant 
Resident at Langkat, who has been here for the past four or five 
weeks, has returned to his post, and we learn that Mr. Davidson, 
Resident at Salangore, will visit Singapore after Mr. Swetten- 
ham’s arrival. 

The Committee of the Sailors’ Home, at their meeting on the 
3rd June, in view of the great increase in drunkenness among 
seamen, determined to urge upon the Government the necessity 
for restricting the number of beer and grog shops, which have 
latterly become very numerous. It was suggested that the diffi- 
culty would be met by giving the licensing power to a Bench of 
Justices, sitting repularly to hear applications, as at home and 
in some of the other colonies, instead of entrusting it toa regular 
Licensing Officer, as at present. So much inconvenience now 
results to shipmasters, especially in the case of steamers, through 
the temptations placed in the way of their men here, that any 
measure for restricting the number of grog shops within reason- 
able limits, while benefiting the morality of the place, must also 
prove of great advantage to them. 
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The Committee of the Legislative Council appointed to con- 
sider the conditions upon ms the Singapore markets should 
be handed over to the Municipality, presented their report 
on the 6th May, but it has only just been published. The re- 
ort is very brief, and recommends that the whole of the Town 
Markets, with an annual income of about $25,000, be given over 
to the Municipality from the Ist July next, on condition that the 
latter undertake the upkeep of all the public roads in the island, 
which now cost about half that sum for maintenance. It is de- 
sirable, fur the better management of the markets, and the 
better to enable the Municipal Commissioners to keep them 
clean, that the sole control should be placed in their hands, and 
the transfer will be advantageous both from an economical and 
sanitary point of view. ; 
Edward Darke, an engine-room artificer of H.M.S. Thistle, 
was found drowned at Dalhousie Pier on the 7th June, having 
probably accidentally fallen into the water the previous evening 
when returning to his ship, This is the second fatal accident at 
Dalhousie Pier, and it is a somewhat singular coincidence that 
the victims in both instances were employed in the engineers’ de- 
partment of Her Majesty’s Navy. 





PENANG. 
Our advices extend to the 14th June ; the P. and O. mail from 
London May 14 arrived out on the llth June. The Penang 
Gazette contains the following items of news :— 


The steamer Eastern Isles, from Negapatam, arrived here a 
few days since with 350 coolies on board for this port and 
Singapore. Cholera, however, had broken out on board on the 
voyage, and up to the date of her arrival in Penang twenty 
cases had ended fatally. The port authorities here had the 
vessel anchored in the quarantine ground outside harbour 
limits, and the Colonial Surgeon attended to the sick. Subse- 
quently the vessel went on to Singapore with the whole of her 

ngers, a Government Apothecary being sent down in her 
to attend to the sick. 

Our latest advices from Atchin contain the subjoined item of 
intelligence :—A general attack upon the Dutch positions had 
been talked of for some time, and on the night of the 26th May 
an effort was made by the Atchinese chiefs to bring their men 
into the field. The attack, directed against two outposts only, 
Lamteboo and Lamara Oleyloo, was easily and speedily repulsed 
by the Dutch, without any loss whatever on theirside. Evident 
signs of discouragement are beginning to display themselves in 
the Atchinese camp, and one of the influential headmen is said 
to have refused to take any further active part in the struggle. 
The state of health of the Dutch troops remains unsatisfactory. 

A meeting of the Municipal Commissioners was held on the 8th 
June. The President, Colonel Anson, Messrs. Herriot, Noordin, 
and Tye Sin being present. A long discussion was raised re- 
garding some proposed alterations which some of the Commis- 
sioners wished to have effected in their constitution by the Le- 
gislative Council, but the proposals were as vague as the Com- 
missioners’ opinions on their merits were undecided.

IMPORTS.

Report says :—In our 
last we advised the opening of the Tea market, and the transaction ofa 
large business at prices which had ruled somewhat irregularly, at one 
time showing an advance on opening rates, amounting in some in- 
stances to three taels per picul, and subsequently a sensible decline. 
Since this time we have seen the teas from all the various districts, and 
can now report more accurately thereon. Buyers for Russia have paid 
for choicest teas prices that entirely preclude their being offered on the 
London market, and it is not likely that any of these kinds will be seen 
by the home trade, A fair quantity of teas intrinsically but little in- 
ferior yet not coming up to the Russian standard have been taken for 
England at prices out of all proportion tu the difference in quality, but 
the quantity of such graces is limited, and it will very likely be found 
that the supply of finest tea is not excessive. The bulk of the first 
cargoes destined for England consist of good medum to fine, costing 
1s.'8d. to 1s.,.11d., and as with each lot a falling off in‘quality is apperent, 
such kinds will hold their own against later shipments. The Ningchow 
district gained the reputation some years ago of producing the choicest 
black leaf teas, and this year has proved no exception to the rule. 
Last year the crop was an extraordinary one, both from the quantity 
of very choice teas and from their remarkable quality. Now, theres 
much less of the very choicest, but there is a good quantity of fine. 
The first purchases of Ningchows were made in Kiukiang on the &th 
May, when Tis. 40 was paid for finest, and Tis. 50 for choice. On 
the 12th sam ples were shown in Hankow, and when it was found thet 
choicest parcels were su scarce they were eagerly competed for at Tie. 
50 to 624. These}grades}were probably as fine as any of last year, being 
very strong full teas, with rich pekoe souchong flavour, and small, well 
made, even leaf. The first purchases commenced on a par with last 
season but gradually stiffened till an advance of Tls. 7 per picul was 
touched. The next grades which compared less favourably with the 
same standard of 1874 were taken at Tis. 40 to 50. Others again with 
less style in leaf but almost equal in liquor ruled from Tis, 30 to 87 
about the same range as last year.

Prices paid have been most irregular throughout, 
Business commenced at an advance over last season's rates of some 
Tis. 8 to 4, whilst later purchases show fully Tls. 6; Russian buyers 
having been the chief operators during the past week. Rates have 
ranged from Tis. 26 to 374 short, and the general quality of the crop 
is inferior to last season’s. No purchases of Country Teas have yet 
been made. As far as has been shown, the quality of the crop on the 
whole must be considered inferior to last season’s. Low country Teas 
from the Yung How, Suey Kut, Nin Yong districts, &c., appear badly 
made, and wanting in quality, whilst those from the Saryune country 
are of a good average description both in make and cup. The Fock 
Qan districts have again sent forward the most attractive Teas. Up- 
country Teas have not yet arrived in sufficient quantity to form an 

inion as to their quality. No Souchongs have yet arrived. A few 

ge are on show ; two chops of Flowery Pekoe, and three parcels 
of Scented Teas have also arrived ; but a report on these descriptions 
cannot be given until larger quantities are on the market. Paklings 
costing from Tls. 24 to 374, Freight £4.10s., Exchange ds. 3d., lay 
down in London at Is. 63d. to 2s. 24d., but the quantity of the lower 
oost Tea purchased is very trifling. 

Amor and Tamsvur. —Congou : There were musters on the Amey 
market for about 60 chops, the quality of which was considered 
superior to last season's. No transactions are reported, the ideas of 
Teamen being $2 to $4 over value on the London market.—Oolongs : 
Some few musters of this description had been shown, and so far they 

to be on a par with last season’s crop. At present, however,

Orange Pekoes, lone 
leaf sorts of medium quality have been sold about half a tacl below 
former rates, but the finer sorts cannot be bought at any reduction ;

YoxkoHaMa.—<As the season was drawing to its close supplies were 
falling off, good assortments becoming scarcer every day, and owing to 
the difference of opinion among sellers as regards the prospect of the 
coming season, prices were extremely irregular. The unsold stock had 
been reduced to 300 bales. The shipments of the fortnight were 333 
bales, making the total export to date 11,517 bales aguinat 14,417 last 
year for the corresponding period of last season. 

SHANGHAI.—The new crop was estimated at fully 80,000 bales, an 
increase of about 10,000 bales on last season’s supply. Some 350 bales 
having arrived, the market had been opened at fis. 260 to 270 for 
common No. 5 Tsatlee, and about 100 bales had been settled, 280 
bales remaining unsold. These first arrivals, as usual, hurriedly reeled 
and coarse in size, were no criterion of the general quality of the crop. 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co. report as follows :—It is difficult 
to arrive at settlements of new silk since the market was opened ten 
days ago. 700 to 800 bales are reported to have changed hands, but it is 
probable that there are further dealings under contract, which have 
not transpired. Purchases were made, prior to departure of last French 
mail, on a basis of $320 to $325 per picul for No. 4 Tsatiee, but prices 
have since advanced, and $335 is now the figure for that classification, 
and the tendency [is upward. Nos. [4, 44 and 5 qualities have been 
chiefly in demand. e silk is an improvement oh ordinary first yields, 
and shows a tolerably clean thread, of very fair quality. It is to soon 
to speculate regarding second crop, but advices from the country are 
to effect that the worms are favourably progressing. Loong-kong: Of 
this description 30 to 40 bales areincluded in above settlements. Long- 
reels : For India 60 piculs, and 40 bales have been taken by Puarsees: 
Re-reels : The only contracts reported are 200 boxes. Stock is no 
easily computed, but may be put at 200 to 300 bales Tsatlee, 40 bales 
Loongkong, 50 bales Cumchuck, 50 bales Kowkong, and 100 bales of 
inferior staple.

THE MURDER OF MR. MARGARY. 

THE reply of Lord DrERBy to the question of Lord 

STRATHEDEN and CAMPBELL on the subject of the mission 

roposed to be despatched from Peking was hardly satis- 
actory. Considering that H.M. Government have not given 
any information on this subject since the promise made 
by Mr. DISRAELI some six weeks ago, we quite expected 
that Lord DERBY would have availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity to make a statement on the whole subject of the 
attack on the Expedition. The advices received th 
the ordinary channels have been very contradictory. 
the report of the reply of Lord DERBy it will be observed 
that no allusion is made to the Chinese Commissioner who 
is to accompany Mr. GROSVENOR and Mr. BaABERr, and this 
is the most important item. We trust that Lord Camp- 
BELL will not rest satisfied with the very scant information 
afforded. The following is the-report of the subject :—

The selection of those gentlemen 
had been made by Mr. Wade, and it had been approved of by Her Ms- 
jesty’s Government. It was intended that those gentlemen should sé 
out on their journey to the place of we pred at the end of next month, 
ag the Governmen: were quite aware of the inexpediency of not allow- 
ing any unnecessary delay to take place, but there were some difficul- 
ties to overcome in regard to the long land journey through Southern 
China, and it would be necessary to wait until the t heats incident 
to that climate were over. The very object of the inquiry which those 
gentlemen would attend was to ascertain accurately all the facts and 
circumstances of the case, and therefore it was out of his power to dit- 
cuss those circumstances now.

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THE NEW SEASON'S TEAS. 

ONCE more we have a repetition of perhaps one of the 
most unaccountable phases of mercantile madness which 
occurs in any branch of business throughout the world. Ten 
steamers with 25,000,000 Ibs. of the new season’s tea have 
been despatched from Hankow during the space of ten 
days, and in two months the total shipments from China 
amount to near 50,000,000 lbs., or about one-third of the 
supply for the whole year. On what grounds has this un- 
due pressure been carried out? Can it be assumed that 
the dealers in England are ready and eager to buy and 
stock themselves against a possible: short crop? This 
has proved fallacious ever since the opening of the Suez 
- Canal. Year after year has it been demonstrated that 
‘ the dealers will only buy when the market is forced 
down by continuous “sales without reserve,” in fact, 
completely smashed, as far as the importers are con- 
cerned. When we turn to the China end and to the 
buyers at Hankow, who so prematurely open the mar- 
ket and load off these steamers with such reckless haste 
that even the time necessary for despatching consignees’ 
’ letters and bills of lading is not given, we are equally 

at a loss to account for the course pursued. at 
is the necessity, we ask, for the overstrained anxiety for 
“opening the market” when the results are shown, and 
proved year after year, to leave nothing but loss? Why 
cannot the buyers exercise the same mercantile wisdom as 
the Chinese seller? Why give in to the prices demanded 
when they have decidedly the best position, as the buyers, 
‘ with the dollars ready. On this last occasion the market 
was opened on May 12, an earlier date than ever known. 
It is idle to suggest that the Chinese can hold out longer 
than buyers. The tea must be sold to foreigners, and 
being on the spot, ready for shipment, incurs certain ex- 
penses every day it is not sold and delivered. We repeat, 
with proper tact, the buyer has decidedly the best of it 
as to the power of commanding the opening price and m 
the quantity shipped off. There is no real necessity to 
‘foree the enormous shipments we have recorded in the 
first two months. To assume that merchants of res- 
-ponsibility and capital are the men who enter on such 
- wild and reckless operations is not reasonable; we can 
only conclude that this extraordinary folly is owing to a 
competition forced on by firms of no pecponaibility or 
_-_ capital, but who are unfortunately countenanced by banks 
who accept their drafts. That such a maguificent trade 
as the China Tea trade, should be so injudiciously handled 
as to be only a source of worry and loss to importers, is one 
of the most astounding spectacles on record in any branch 
of mercantile affairs. 








THE WATER SUPPLY OF.SHANGHAI. 


-  ‘[wqREx months’ ago, when noticing the Customs’ Medi- 
cal Reports for the half-year ending March 31, 1874, we 


Lriefly alluded to Dr. JAMIESON’s remarks on the highly 


unsatisfactory state of the water supply at Shanghai, and 


we are glad to find that there is now some reasonable pro 
spect of this condition of affairs being changed for the 
better before long, though we must own to some surprise 


that in a settlement, situated as Shanghai is, a matter of 


such vital importance to the well-being of the inhabitants 
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the 18th of May, a resolution was passed, after a ee ee 
discussion, and after two hostile amendments had 
negatived, authorising the Council “to take such steps as 
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should have been neglected, if not treated with supreme 
indifference, for so many years. “We can understand that 
small settlements, like those, for instance, on the Yangtsze, 
whose municipal affairs are necessarily administered with 
extreme economy, and in which there is no room for pri- 
vate enterprise, are obliged to rest content with their 
daily supplies of mud and water, drawn from the bosom 
of the Great River, and trust implicitly in the virtues of 
alum and filters for their protection, but with Shanghai 
the case is totally different. 


For some few years past the subject of the water supply ~ 
has, we believe, been fitfully agitated in Shanghai, but as 
the agitation never led to any practical result, we must 
suppose that tolerably pure water was looked upon as too 

at a luxury for the inhabitants of the model settlement. 

ore recently two companies,—the Shanghai Waterworks 
Company and the Loonghwa Company—have been pro- 
posed for the attainment of this most desirable object, but 
neither of these, it would seem, is destined to make its 
fortune out of the necessities of the settlement, for the 
Municipal Council is prepared to deal with the question 
of the water supply, and probably, all things con- 
sidered, the matter will be best left in their hands.

‘ individuals still ready to invest, and there could be no 
“ fear of the tax involving hardship on the community.” 
Mr. J. B. TooTAL’s amendment, moved in the interests of 
the proposed Shanghai Water Works Company, and ably 
seconded by Dr. JAMIESON, did not find favour with the 
meeting after the common-sense way in which Mr. PURDON, 
and more especially Mr. Keswick had put the whole 
question. In his speech Mr. TooTAL made an allusion to 
“‘Hongkew wharves,” which Mr. KESWICK very soon dis- 
posed of, and he was also very hard on the land renters. 
“‘ He appealed,” he said, “ to the ratepayers, not the land 
“renters. The land renters,—where were they? Ab- 
“ gentees, most of them, living on turtle and in luxury, 
“¢ whilst their agents“here were blocking up our homes and 
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“ filling our streets with Chinese, and filth, and disease.” 
But it was of no use, for the ratepayers would not listen 
to the voice of the charmer, and refused to give permission 
to the Shanghai Water Works Company to break up their 
streets. Mr. T. W. KINGSMILL’s attempt to shelve the 
question for a month met with no better fate, and the 
original resolution was then carried, which, we hope, will 
result in the Municipal Council being able, at no distant 
date, to give the settlement that supply of good, whole- 
some water,-which it needs so much. 


THE COMPRADORE SYSTEM. 

AMONG the causes which have contributed to the number 
of frauds and defalcations which have had to be lamented 
in China there is probably none which has worked more 
powerfully than the Compradore system, especially in the 
lax manner in which it has been often conducted. Origi- 
nating in the old days of China, when our relations with 
the natives were of a totaily different character to what 
they are at present, the system of entrusting large funds 
and extensive business interests to the exclusive conduct 
of native employés has been perpetuated into times when 
neither the necessities of trade nor the advantages to be 
obtained by the position of the native so employed con- 
tinue to exist. It is true that the functions of the Com- 
pradore have been of late years considerably curtailed ; 
but he has not been even now reduced to the position 
which he ought to occupy under the altered state of things. 
The Compradore is no longer the only medium of communi- 
cation between the native and foreign merchant ; and con- 
sequently a large proportion of the sales and purchases 
are now conducted without him. But in many houses 
the Compradore is still entrusted almost exclusively 
with the monetary affairs of the business, and there 
does not appear any longer a necessity for a func- 
tionary of this kind. A native shroff is, of course, ne- 
cessary for the conduct of such transactions as would 
in the ordinary course of a home business be managed 
by a cashier; but it is not necessary that large funds 
should now pass through the Compradore’s hands, as was 
the case in former days, when the facilities for conducting 
business were very different from what they are now. At 
present there are numerous banks, with branches in all 
the leading ports of China, who are perfectly willing to 
undertake all such business for their clients, and to whom 
all funds of magnitude should be entrusted, in the same way 
as is done with the bankers of mercantile firms at home. 
No merchant would ever think of having thousands of 
pounds for a single day in his strong box, much less of 
entrusting it to any single employé, and there is in 
the present day no reason whatever why so obviously 
imprudent a system should be adopted in China. There 
have been several cases of late years in which the danger 
of such a course has been amply manifested, and although 
the Compradore is “ secured,” there is always great diffi- 
culty in getting the money from his sureties, and even 


when this can be done, the trouble, anxiety, and uncer- 


tainty which must always'result from defalcations of the 
kind are uncompensated for. Altogether it is evident 
that the day has come when, if we wish to maintain 
our own in China, we must conduct business upon 
a much more rigid system than has hitherto been the 
case. It is true that of late years there has been an im- 
provement upon the old extremely happy-go-lucky style of 
doing things in China, which has ruined many a house 
and blighted the career of many a promising young man ; 
but there is still a great want of more prudence, care, and 
foresight, of more discipline and order in the. conduct of 
business, before matters will be upon anything like a satis- 
factory footing. Above all, we are confident that the 
China trade will never regain its old standing and reputa- 
tion until the sporting and speculative tendencies which 
have grown up like a rank weed from the fitful prosperity 
which followed the opening of the new ports in 1860 be en- 
tirely done away with, and until there be a higher apprecia- 
tion of experienced, sound and reliable men in opposition to. 
the shrewd, talented, speculative, and too often unscrupu- 
lous young sparks who have hitherto been the ideal of the. 
“smart” cemmercial man in China. Private operac. 
tions by employés in houses ought to be rigidly stamped 
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out. The indulgence in time bargains, and other specu- 
lative transactions by men who have neither the expe 
rience nor the capital necessary to conduct such opera- 
tions, has been the chief cause of the defalcations. Those 
who occupy positions of influence in the mercantile world 
should set their faces against all such practices, and give 
more encouragement.to the less showy but steady, perse- 
vering, and reliable workers who must in all places form 
the great staple of the respectable and sound portion of 
any mercantile community. 





WiTH reference to the recent proceedings in the 
National Assembly of France, regarding the subsidy 
of the Messageries Maritimes, we understand that the 
Committee of the Assembly to which the Bill for termi- 
nating the mail contracts with the Company was referred, 
has received a communication from the Minister of Fi- 
nance, who stated the result of certain negotiations which 
were opened. He announced that the Company had con- 
sented to a diminution of one million of francs on the 
amount of the subsidy, and to convey gratuitously the 
families of functionaries travelling on Government service, 
On the other hand,.the Company demanded modifications . 
in some of its services, and the extension of all the con- 
tracts to.a uniform date in the year 1888. The committee 
has ratified this arrangement, and will recommend its 
adoption. , 


AT a valedictory dismissal m the Missionary College at 
Islington, the Church Missionary Society took leave of the 
Rev. J. BATES and the Rev. R. PALMER, who are shortly 
returning to their work in China ; and also of the follow- 
ing additions to the missionary staff :—The Rev. J. C.

THE EASTERN TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

The half-yearly meeting: of the shareholders in the Eastern Tele- 
graph Company (Limited) was held on the 13th inst., at the City Ter- 
minus Hotel, Cannon-street, for the purpose of receiving a report from 
the directors, together with a statement of accounts, and declaring a 
dividend. The chair was occupied by Mr. John Pender, M.P. 


The Chairman having briefly alluded to the figures as given in the re- 
port, said that, speaking of cables generally, he might say the principal ex- 
penditure of the company had been on the Lisbon cable. Whether the 
cable was defective or was not laid down properly at first he did not know; 
but, on the other hand, the Red Sea cable had cost the company compars- 
tively nothing since it was laid. The engineer’s report showed that 
none of the company’s cables exhibited signs of electrical deterioration ; 
but, on the contrary, the longer they remained in the water the greater 
was the improvement in the insulation, as the statistics showed that 
there had been a general and gradual improvement, and in some cases 
the insulation showed an improvement of from 45 per cent. to 75 per 
cent.,so that experience showed, therefore, that submarine cables would be 
rather long-lived than otherwise. The traffic to Egypt had not increased 
in the manner in which the directors could have wished, even with the 
extra facilities which had been afforded. The reason was that trade 
had been so bad that gentlemen hesitated before expending a sovereign 
in sending a telegram. The Indian traffic remained much the same as 
when he addressed the shareholders six months ago, and the company 
was suffering from the badness of trade in another sense, because 
gentlemen were devoting their ingenuity to inventing and perfecting 
codes, so that twice or thrice as much could be put in one word than 
hitherto, or, in other language, “packed” messages were sent—a thing 
which the company had complained of at first. The position of the 
reserve fund was this, that it had been increased to £159,000, of which 
£70,000 was invested in good Government stock and £60,000 in cable 
capital in stores, which could be at any moment recouped by the issue 
of the surplus shares, amounting to 10,300, and the balance was at the. 
bankers’, lent upon first-class security. When the company took over 
the Levant system the board thoughtit would cost £250,000, but they 
only issued debentures for £200,000, and so the reserve had been kept’ 
in working. He concluded by moving the adoption of the reporty 
Lord William Montagu Hay briefly seconded the motion. 


A conversational discussion ensued, in which Messrs. E. J. Herapath, 
G. Baraham, W. Fox, J. Veeres, F. Walker, G. Ford, and 8. Haywood 
took part. In reply to questions, the Chairman said the company Was 
only getting half the amount for messages which it received at first, $0 
that, though the traffic had increased, yet there had been no corréé- 
ponding increase in the profit, though the cost of working the traffic 
had been considerably augmented. In bad times the work of the di- 
rectors was much more onerous than when things were going on pr@ 
perously. Looking at the risk which submarine cables ran he thought 
they ought nct to be satisfied with a return of less than 10 per cent. 
The report was adopted, and the dividend of 2s, 6d. per share, making 
5 per cent. for the year, declared. wv 

The proceedings closed with a unanimous yote of thanks to the 
chairman and his colleagues, 
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The absurdity of maintaining the old custom of six months’ 
sight bills against shipments from China was fully demonstrated 
in the drafts drawn against the teas per Glenartney, which vessel 
arrived and landed her cargo before many of the drafts were even 
presented. When sailing ships took four months to come home, 
via the Cape, there was some sort of necessity for the six months’ 
usance, but it is needless now, and fraught with injury to both 
bankers and responsible merchants. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs, Rainbow, Holberton, 
and Co., 154, St. Helen’s-place, merchants, a statement of affairs 
Pe by Messrs. Turquand, Youngs, and Co. showed the total 

ebte to be £61,515, with assets £6,336. The liabilities on ac- 
count of A. Collie and Co. amounted to £53,170. Resolutions were 
 soridl to liquidate the estate by arrangement, and Mr. John 
eise, of Messrs. Turquand, Youngs, and Co., was appointed 
trustee, with Messrs. Phelps and Sedgwick as solicitors to the 
estate. Sympathy for Messrs. Rainbow and Co. was expressed 
by the creditors. 

It is announced that the half-yearly interest due lst August 
next on the Imperial Government of Japan Customs Loan for 
£1,000,000 will, together with the bonds drawn on thé 6th May 
last, be paid on and after the 3rd proximo at the counting-house 
of Messrs, J. Henry Schroder and Co. 

The directors of the Globe Telegraph and Trust Company 
announce that, subject to the final audit, the accounts show a 
balance available for dividend which will enable them at the 
general meeting on the 30th inst. to recommend the declaration 
of a final dividend of 3a. per share on the preference shares, 
making, with previous quarterly payments, 6 per cent. for the 
year ending 18th July, 1875, and of 2s.

The circular adds :—‘ It is impossible for the senior 
partner at his time of life actively to direct a large business, and 
under the advice of his friends, and with the concurrence of his 
perines he has therefore decided to transfer the assets and 
usiness of the firm to a company to be formed with limited 
liability.” 

An insurance case, that of Ionides v. the London and Provin- 
cial Insurance Company, which lasted during the whole of the 
past week in the Court of Queen’s Bench, is worthy of notice, if 
only for the proof it affords of the necessity for reforms in our 
method of legal procedure, and for the light it casts upon the 
law’s delay. This case was on the cause list for trial no less than 
three years ago, but the sittings closed before it could come on, 
and it has been awaiting its turn ever since. The legal sittings 
in the Queen’s Bench terminated on the 10th inst., but it was 
arranged that a special day should be fixed to conclude it. 

The deliveries of tea from the bonded warehouses in London 
for the week ended the 10th inst. amounted to 3,104,611 lbs., of 
which 2,218,741 lbs. was for home consumption, 526,657 Ibs. 
was removed coastwise, 322,856 lbs. was exported, 32,393 lbs. 
was removed coast wise for shipment, and 3,964 lbs. was for ships’ 
stores. The duty received was £55,469, being an increase of 
nearly 2( per cent. on the preceding week. 
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Messrs. Davidson and Co. have been appointed Lloyd’s 
agents at Ningpo. . 

Delays of two or three days have occurred in the delivery of 
telegrams from China, the wires being out of order. 

There has been a fair inquiry for Bar Silver ; the price, how- 
ever, remains as last quoted, viz., 55 11-16d. per oz. standard. 
Mexican Dollars have realised 544d. per oz. 

The amount of bullion per’ P. and O..Steamer KA’iva, from 
Southampton on the 15th ivst., was :—In silver to Penang, 
£10,000 ; to Singapore, - £10,000 ; to Hong Kong, £9,372 ; to 
Shanghai, £1,000 ; total, £30,372. 





THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for June show that the declared 
value of the ae in the month was £18,336,129, against 
£19,367,613 in June last vear, or a decline of 5} per cent., and 
the total for the first six months of this year amounts to 
£109,843,350, against £117,831,214 in the corresponding period 
in 1874, a decrease of 6} percent. The value of the imports in - 
June was £31,944%,826, against £34,028,658 in the same month 
last year, or 63 per cent: less, and for the six months 
£183,544,087, against £186,398,369 in 1874, or a diminution of 
14 per cent., but 1 per cent. more than in the first half-year in 
1873. Considering the commercial disturbances which took 
place last month, these figures can hardly be deemed to be un- 
satisfactory ; but the effect on the exports of cottons is apparent, 
while in the majority of other articles, manufactured iron ex- | 
cepted, there has been an actual increase in the quantities 
shipped. In textile fabrics cotton yarn shows a decrease of 8 - 
per cent. in quantity and 10 per cent. in value ; cotton piece 
goods a decrease of 187 per cent. in quantity and 15 per cent. 
in value (almost exclusively in the exports to British India) ; 
linen yarn, an increase of 21 per cent. in quantity and 37 per 
cent. im value ; linen piece goods, an’ increase of 5 per cent. in 
quantity and 1 per cent. in value ; woollen yarn, an increase 
of 25 per cent. in quantity and 26} per cent. in ‘value; 
woollen cloths, an increase of 1? per cent. in quantity aud 44 per 
cent. iu value ; worsted stuffs an increase of 1 per cent. in quan- 
tity, but a decrease of 14 per cent. in value; iron and steel an 
increase of 5 per cent., in quantity, but « decrease of 13 per cent. 
in value. Coal shows an increase of 31 per cent. in quantity, - 
but the increase in value is only 4 per cent. In the imports, 
corn shows a total of value of £1,906,600, against £2,551,528 
last year, or.a decrease of 25 per cent.; but the decrease in the 
quantity is only about 3 per cent. Raw cotton has decreased 22 
per cent. in quantity and the same in value; flax decreased 16 
per cent. in quality and 13 per cent. in value ; raw silk decreased 


‘| 46 per cent. in quantity, but as much as 51 per cent. in value ; 


wool increased 374 per cent, in quality and as much as 50} per 
cent. in value. Tea has increased 12 per cent. in the total value, 
but the quantity entered for home consumption has increased 
only about 2 per cent.; the total value of coffee has decreased 
13% per cent., and the quantity entered for home consumption 
about 14 per cent.

Scented Caper could not well be worse ; old 
Season's have sold at 6d. to 8d. per lb. below the counterparts of some 
six to eight months’ since, and new-leaf generally is most disappoint- 
ing, being deficient in scenting properties. The low prices ruling for 
months past should long since have checked supplies, but nothing 


short of absolute ruin will remedy the disastrous business.
